BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


JUNE OSBORN, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Shortly after the AIDS epidemic was recognized, 1957 Oberlin alumna and 
dean of the University of Michigan School of Public Health June Osborn 
chaired an advisory committee on AIDS for the National Institutes of 
Health. In 1989 she was appointed to the US National Commission on 
AIDS, which she now chairs. She also is a steering-committee member of 
the Harvard-based Global AIDS Policy Coalition. She served as chair of 
the advisory committee for the Robert Wood Johnson Foundation AIDS 
Health Services Project from 1986 to 1990. Writing in the Oberlin Alumni 
Magazine (Spring 1989), Osborn said, “First and foremost on my activist 
agenda is a national program to inform the public [about AIDS].” For 20 
years Osborn has served as advisor to most of the agencies of the US 


AMARTYA SEN, DOCTOR OF HUMANE LETTERS 


Amartya Sen, who believes that famines are caused by political 
mismanagement rather than agricultural mismanagement, has written or 
edited many books, including Growth Economics (Penguin Books, 1960), 
Poverty and Famines: An Essay on Entitlement and Deprivation (Oxford 
University Press, 1981), and Inequality Reexamined (Harvard University 
Press, 1992). President-elect of the American Economic Association, Sen 
served as president of the Econometric Society in 1984, the International

MUHAMMAD YUNUS, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


More than 15 years ago Muhammad Yunus established the Grameen Bank 
(village bank), which works “in more than 14,000 villages in Bangladesh 
to help poor women secure their human rights,” as he wrote in the New 
York Times (2 April 1990). Naeem Mohaiemen, president of the senior 
class, says the bank is “based on the fundamental assumption that rural 
poverty in the Third World is not the product of lack of skills or motivation,” 


Public Health Service, to the World Health Organization, and to major 
foundations. Osborn was 16 when she entered Oberlin in 1953 as a Ford 
Scholar in an early admissions program. A pre-medicine major in chemistry, 
she graduated Phi Beta Kappa in 1957 and received the MD from Western 
Reserve University in 1961. She did pediatric training in Boston at Harvard - 
University hospitals and postdoctoral training in virology and infectious 
diseases at the Johns Hopkins Medical School and the University of 
Pittsburgh. In 1984, after 18 years as professor and associate dean at the 
University of Wisconsin, Osborn became dean and professor of 
epidemiology at the University of Michigan and also professor of pediatrics 
and communicable diseases in the University of Michigan Medical School. 


Association in 1989. Born in India, Sen earned the B.A. degree at 
Presidency College in Calcutta and other degrees, including the Ph.D., in 
England at Trinity College, Cambridge University, where he was a fellow 
from 1957 to 1963. In addition to his present professorship of economics 
and philosophy at Harvard, he has held professorships at universities in 
India, Oxford University, and the London School of Economics and was 
visiting professor at Cornell University and the University of California at 
Berkeley.

but rather of “antiquated systems of money-lending [that] squeeze rural 
peasants so that they ... are doomed to work to pay off their loans forever.” 

The 
bank—where the average loan is $67—is also an economic success: the 
repayment rate is 98 percent.
